| aue weale,is like both to continue and increaſe this attempt, to þ great 
dammagt ol p common weale: Therefoze,vntilthere may be a further conlideratib had, how the ſame may 
de ſulfered with ſome tollcration a meaſure, in places tonuenient foz the ſame, #notſo manifeſtly hurtfull 
as now it is: Her Maieſtic by aduiſe of her counſayle willeth and commaundcth, that no maner ofperſon 
oz perſons of what degree ſoeuer the ſame be, ſhal directly oz indirectly after the publication hercof,bzeake 

vp oꝛ cauſe to be bzoken vp. any manerof grounde of what nature ſoeuer it de, foʒ the vſe oz purpoſe to ſuwe 
02 plant woadein,neyther that any perſon doe continue any grounde already bꝛoken vp foz that purpoſe 
to the ble of woade, lying within foure mylcs of any market towne,o2other tovne occupying the common 
trade of clothing, oz of any citie within this Realme, oz within eight miles of anyhouſe of her Maie⸗ 
ſties relerued fot her acceſſe, vpon payne that whoſoeuer ſhall attempt anything to the contrary hereof, 
the perſons ſo doing, and the woꝛkemen that therein ſhalbe imployed, ſbalbe committed to the next com⸗ 
mon pꝛiſon by the next Juſtices of peace,and there to continue, vntil certificate be madethereofto her Ma⸗ 
ieſties pꝛiuie counſaple by ſuch as ſhallcommit them, ſo as oꝛder may be taken fox further punilbment of 

the perſons offending, accozding to the qualitie of the offence. 

Ind furthermoze her Maieſtie willeth, that all perſons that haue heretofoze bzoken vp, and employed 
their grounds to the bie ol uDoade,ſhal before the feaſt of Chꝛiſtmas next, certiſie the Sherifeof pcountte, 
02 (in places erempted) the pzincipall officers, what quantitie of groundes, and of what nature the ſame 
were, and how the ſame were vled befoze the conuerſlon of them to udoade,and in what pariſbes they doe 
lie. In which certificate it ſhalbe contained, how neere any of the ſayd grounds lie to any of her Ma⸗ 
ieſties houſes aboue mentioned, oꝛ to any Cities ozclothing townes, vpon payne of impziſonment ofthe 
parties that ſhall make default of ſuch certificate. And further, that they ſhall make certificate thereof 
into her Highneſſe Exchequer befoze the firſt day of Hillarie terme next, vpon payne of fine and impꝛi⸗ 
_ fonment, aghereafter ſhall ſeeme conuenient to her Maieſtie by aduile of her Counſell. Giuen at her 
Maieſties Manour ofKichmond, the fourteenth day of October, in the ſeuen and twentieth yeereof her 
Highneſle reigne. 
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
